Has Carolyn A Hard-Boiled Egg?

. Has the experiment of a young schoolgirl to hatch @ 
pheasant’s egg by artificial means failed? 

“I’m beginning to wonder,” said Carolyn Brown, 3405 
Beach Drive, who is trying to hatch a lone pheasant egg in 
a small two-egg incubator. 

She reported today there is no sign of a chick after 
23 days of incubation, the average time it takes for an egg 

, to hatch. . 

“I'm beginning to be suspicious,” she said. “I may 
have a hard-boiled egg.” 

But Carolyn won't admit defeat yet. She's still hope 
ful she will get a baby pheasant.

She said some people have told her that pheasants’ 
eggs sometimes take 25 days to hatch. This gives her two 
more days. 

Carolyn’s egg has aroused the interest of hundreds of 
school children since she started her experiment in April. 

She first “nursed” the egg in a foil-lined box heated by 
Christmas tree lights. Then she obtained from Seattle a 
small two-egg chicken incubator—the type used by chil 
dren for hatching Easter eggs. 

Carolyn inherited the egg from Jack Housez, 4034 
Locarno. 

He found the egg in the middle of his kitchen foor,
